After reading the ‘‘Look-Alike 286s Hide 
Multitude of Differences’’ article by Steve 
Rosenthal in the July 3 edition, my interest 
was piqued by the reference to the Federal 
Communications Commission (FCC) A and 
B Class certifications. Rosenthal’s article 
mentioned: ‘‘Primarily to protect the clarity of 
TV reception, the FCC’s Class A standards 
for home use are more stringent than the 
Class B standards for office use.*’ 

Now, my understanding is that Class B 
certifies home use, while Class A certifies 
office use (he’s correct -Ed). Nevertheless, | 
am glad Rosenthal pointed out the impor- 
tance of FCC certification. The point is that 
most PC evaluators pay little attention to 
these certifications and generally treat the 
rating like the contents tags on mattresses 
(“Do not remove under penalty of law’’). 

However, the FCC certification can be 
very important to the proper operation of your 
computer and other electronic devices around 
it, and, thankfully, recent legislation has dras- 
tically changed the way in which we interpret 

“Sinterference."’ 

A particularly good article on radio fre- 
quency interference (RFI) was published in 
the July 1989 edition of QST (a national 
magazine for amateur radio operators). The 
article, ‘‘Interference Standards Revisited,”’ 
cites the history of RFI from the 1920s to 
Current times. 

Of particular interest is the Goldwater 
Bill passed in 1982. This bill reduces much of 
the persecution that radio operators have 
endured for years. [t fundamentally places the 
responsibility for reducing transmitted and 
received interference on its source. 

Broadly interpreted, this means that if 
your TV set (or computer) is picking up RFI 
from properly operating transmitting devices, 
including amateur radios, business band ra- 
dios, cellular phone equipment or your micro- 
wave oven, it’s your problem. Also, if your 
equipment is improperly interfering with 
communications equipment, you are respon- 
sible for fixing the problem. 


( ) The BLURB : 
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Recent evidence suggests that much of 
the older electrical equipment (before 1980), 
especially TV sets, was woefully inadequate 
at rejecting radio waves outside of their as- 
signed frequency, and often generated much 
RFI as well. The QST article states: 

“This de facto industry standard now 
exists for all consumer electronics. There 
shall be no perceptible effect on operation of 
electronics inthe home for RF fields of at least 
1 V/meter in any ham or CB band, and 10 dB 
lower anywhere else in the spectrum between 
0.5 and 30MHz.”" 

There has been good compliance by 
U.S., European and Japanese manufacturers 
of televisions. Now, if you're wondering what 
this has to do with computers, be aware that 
the airwaves are becoming increasingly 
crowded, and, to borrow a popular phrase, it’s 
a jungle out there. And it’s only getting 
worse! 

Most of the FCC certification interest is 
focused on how well-shielded a computer is in 
regard to generating RFI. I suggest that the 
shielding proportionally determines the 
amount of RFI the computer will receive as 
well. 

A story recounted to me recently was of a 
sales rep. demonstrating an MS-DOS work- 
station and complaining about a local amateur 
transmitter sending his computer and pro- 
grams in the bit bucket. This computer was 
emitting generous amounts of RFI to all 
nearby receivers and had little or no shielding 
from the normal amount of radio waves in the 
air. The bottom line is that it’s the computer's 
problem. 

So even if you don’t care about how 
much RFI your computer is generating, and 
are improperly using, in your home, a work- 
station that is certified only for office use, be 
aware that RFI is a double-edged sword. You 
can be held responsible for improperly inter- 
fering with others, and your computer's relia- 
bility may be at the whims of the next passing 
mobile transmitter.

Did you ever wonder how 


the D, E and F layers in the ionosphere got 
their names? They were named by the man 
who discovered them, Sir Edward Appleton, 
in a striking example of scientific foresight. 
Responding to a question from J.H. Dellin; er 
about the names in 1943, Appleton wrote: ‘ In 
the early work with our broadcasting wave- 
lengths, I obtained reflections from the Ken- 
nel y-Heaviside layer, and on my diagrams | 
used the letter E for the electric vector of the 
down-coming wave. When therefore in the 
winter of 1925 I found that I could get reflec- 
tions from a higher and completely different 
layer, I used the term F for the electric vector 

of the waves reflected from it. Then about the 
sare time I got reflections from a very low 
height and so naturally used the lettet D for the 
electric vector of the return waves. Then I 
suddenly realized that I must name these 
discrete strata and being rather fearful of as- 
suming any finality about by measurements | 
felt I ought not to call the layers A, B and C 
since there might be undiscovered layers both 
below and above them. I therefore felt that the 
original designation for the electric vector D, 
E and F might be used for the layers them- 
selves since there was considerable latitude 
for the naming of any layers that might come 
to light as a result of sitet work. I am afraid 
that that is all there is in the story.”’
